FEARFUL FOUR 


FACING FINES. 
Vernon Trustees Are Cited 
by the Court. 

Charges Made by a Citizen 
Against Officials. 

‘Must Appear to Save Their 
Jobs and Money. 


Right up “on their hind legs” are the 
citizens of Vernon, and a great, glad 
how! went up from the suburban pre- 
cincts when it became known yester- 
day that Robert Broome, represented 
by Attorney Grant R. Bennet, had 
filed in the Superior Court a qua- 
criminal suit to oust from office the 
members of the Board of Trustees of 
their verdant municipality. 

The suit, which was filed yesterday, 
makes a number of charges against 
John B. Leonis, James J. Furlong, 
Wilttiam 8. Holland and Wimam X. 
Stevens as trustees of the city of Ver- 
non. Judge Mcnroe as presiding judge 
of the Superior Court, signed an or- 
der for a hearing before Judge James 
in Department Four on February 7. 

This action to oust is brought under 
Section No. 772 of the Penal Code and 
provides for a penalty a fine of $6500 
against each officer held guilty and 
ousted from office without right of ap- 
peal in the case. It is a very ous 
law and in every way does all the work 
under the law that freak charter re- 
calls are supposed to do at great K- 
pense. Under this law it is inexpen- 
sive to get rid of a really guilty ofi- 
cial and the informer in this case, Mr. 
Broome, gets $560 absolutely if success- 
ful in his ouster proceedings. 

POLITICIANS TAKE NOTICE. 

Judge Monroe stated yesterday that 
he had never seen this law applied be- 
fore, and Judge James asserted that 
this case is only the second of the kind 
within his knowledge. The action of 
the judge on the hearing will be looked 
forward to by politicians in all of Call- 
fornia with more than usual interest. 
In case the men cited fail to put in an 
appearance the law provides that they 
shall forthwith be adjudged guilty and 
their offices declared vacant. 

When Vernon was incorporated as a 
city of the Arth class in September, 
1905, five trustees were elected, the four 
named as defendants in the action 
brought yesterday by Citizen Broome 
and Benjamin E. Burge. But the 
other trustees ousted Burge from office 
on November 23, 1906, and have never 
filled the vacancy according to the 
complaint. 

Broome aske the court to deprive 
each Trustee of hie office and to fine 
each one of them $500. This is 
mandetory under the law, and is Ko 
to the informer. The judge has no op- 
tion except to inflict this fine in case 
he decides that the officer should be 
deprived of his office. 

MANY CHARGES. 

Among the charges made by Broome 
in his. complaint is that the Trustees 
“wilfully and knowingly refused and 
neglected to pass any ordinance pro- 
viding for the election of their succes- 
gor. Also that they negiected to 
levy any taxes, care for the roads, or 
to call an clection. 

Furthermore that they “are gullty 
of refusing and neglecting to perform 
the official duties pertaining to their 
and each of their offices as Trustees.” 

When the Vernon Board of Trustees 
was first elected they drew lots for the 
short and long terms, and it was then 
decidea that Leonis and Holland were 
to go out of office at the end of two 
years and Sicvens ana Furlong to hold 
over for four years. This was in 1906. 

After setting forth this matter, the 
complaint proceeds to state that “No 
Trustees have been elected in and for 
the city of Vernon, and the defend- 
ants, John B. Leonia, William 8. Hol- 
land, James J. Furlong and William 

Stevens are and each of them ‘is 
holding office without right of authori- 

Other charges against the defendant’ 
Trustees are that they have neglected | 
to provide for school facilities or for 
providing a building or office for the 
justice of the peace. Also that they 
gave a special fec to Attorney Gerner 
Williams for assistance in the case of 
the People vs. Day et al.. which was 
heard in the Superior Court. 

MAKE A SHOWING. 

Altogether, the citizens of Vernon,

A libel suit of unusual character wil!

Z. Salling, seeks to recover $100,000 
damages from the National Cash Reg- 
ister Company of Dayton, O., because 
pot alleged insinuations as to his probity 

and honesty. 

Salling was a traveling salesman 
for the company two years, and re- 
signed in April, 1906. He asserts that 
the officers of the company learned 
that he was about to go into business 
for himself, selling second-hand cash 
registers and that they endeavored to 
injure his reputation out of revenge.

FIRE VICTIMS. 


FINAL REPORT ON AID GIVEN TO 
SAN FRANCISCO. 


The final report of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce Citisens’ Relief 
Committee, which received and dis- 
bursed funds for the relief of those who 
suffered by the great fire and earth- 
quake at San Francisco in April, 1906, 
was completed yesterday, a full state- 
ment being made of the contributions 
that ‘passed through the hands of the 
committee. 

The total cash receipts were $251,885. - 
68, with @isbursements amounting to 
$233,142.58, leaving a balance of $18,- 
743.10 on hand. November 30. 1907. Of 
the disbursements, $9600 was in re- 
funds, fully explained in the repert. 
Vouchers for all disbursements are on 
file at the Chamber of Commerce. Of 
the cash fund remaining, more than 
$15,000 is drawing interest in savings 
banks. The names of all persons sub- 
scribing $5 or over are appended to the 


valued at nearly $62,008. 

The report does not include the large 
cash subscription of about $86,000 made 
through The Times fund, a full account 
of the disposition of which waa given 
in these columns shortly after its re- 
ceipt and disbursement. ' 

There were scores of other relief 
organizations in the local field, some 
of them foining with the Chamber of 
Committee, others acting independent- 
ly, all to the same end—the relief of 
the sufferers. 

One of the first acts of the commit- 
tee was to send a telégram to the 
Mayor of San Francisco, pledging Los 
Angeles to raise at least $100,000 in 
cash 


Within a week from the time of the 
disaster the Finance Committee re- 


ported it had collected $177,296.10, and | Q 


expended $94,000, leaving a balance of 
$83,000. Joseph Desmond, who had 
been sent with a big camp outfit to 
feed the hungry in San Francisco, re- 
ported then that he was serving 30,000 
hot meals a day. 

By April 30, there had been collec- 
tions of $238,660, of which $115,376 had 
been expended. it was estimated then 
that all of Southern California had 
contributed at least $600,000 in cash 
and supplies. 

Finally, after immediate wants of 
the sufferers had been looked after, 
the work Was placed in the hands of 
F. d. Story, chairman of the General 
Relief Committee; C. C. Desmond, 
Mrs. R. M. Widney, and the relief of. 
ficer employed by the committee, Capt. 
F. Edward Gray. To these four is 
given the highest praise by the whole 
committee. 

The active work of caring for the 
army of sufferers who come to Los 
Angeles for relief devolved in greater 
part on Mrs. Widney and Capt. Gray, 
Mrs. Widney being chairman of the 
Woman's Relief Committee. 

The total appropriation made for the 

use of Capt. Gray for local relief work 
was $46,990. The principal expendi- 
tures were: For rehabilitation, $20,- 
830.85; subsistence, $6187.03; rent, 
$5124.36; transportation of 692 persons, 
$4265.31; es, $2537.56. 
Mra. iiney’s committee expended 
$2552.18 for clothing and bedding, phy- 
sicians, nurses, hospital and medical 
supplies and various sundries, includ- 
ing toys for seme of the indigent chil- 
dren, and there was a large amount of 
relief work in this connection that can- 
not be reckoned in dollars and cents, 
Mrs. Widney devotin more than a 
Ang of her time, without compensa- 
tion. 

five thousand dollars of the general 
fund, it ie stated, was sent for the re- 
oe of earthquake sufferers at Valpa- 
raiso. 


The balance now remaining in the 
fund, over $18,000, is to be disbursed to 
needy San Francisco refugees in Los 
Angeles, through the County Superin- 
tendent of Charities, in unison with the 
Associated Charities, allowances from 
the fund to be made by the Permanent 
Relief Subcommittee, consisting of 
Mesere.

Greenwater Looks Better. 

Reliable information recently re- 
eeived from Greenwater seems to sug- 
gest that the indications at the low 
levels of both the Furnace Creek Cop- 
per and Greenwater and Death Valley 
mines are more favorable to ultimate 
development of good ore bodies at 
depth than at any time since the sur- 
face showings gave out at the 180 
foot levels.
